Negotiations Collapse. 

White House negotiations started 
by the President ig the hope of 
settling the dispute collapsed yes- 
terday. : 

Both wnion and management 
spokesmen said privately today 
that the Supreme Court freeze on 
wages in the industry played a‘ 
significant role in the breakdown. 
The court, acting late Saturday 
afternoon, agreed to review the 
constitutional issue of President 
Truman’s authority to seize the 
steel industry in an effort to pre- 
vent a strike that would cripple 
defense production. 

The court, in accepting the 
case, barred any government-or- 
dered pay rise or other change in 
wages and working conditions un- 
less management agreed. 

Steelman’s Explanation. 

The CIO United Steel Workers’ 
Ynion, with 650,000 members af- 
fected, and industry leaders late 
yesterday quit trying to settle 
their differences over a new work 
contract because, as presidential 

sistant John R. Steelman put it, 
hey were “so far apart that no 
agreement” could be reached. 

Steel production, was. rising as 
most of the workers, although 
grumbling, stayed on the job. 

Benjamin Fairless, president of 
United States Steel Corp., and 
CIO President Philip Murray had 
been in day and night session 
with other union and industry of- 
ficials since Saturday morning at 
the urgent request of Truman.

ANHEUSER-BUSCH 
PICKETED, MOST 


WORKERS ON JOB 


Union Here Orders Em- 


ployes to Cross Lines 
Set Up by Strikers 


From New Jersey. 


Picket lines were thrown around 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., today by 


striking CIO brewery workers 
from Newark, N.J.,.-but a ma- 
jority of the focal CIO brewery 
workers, follcwing orders of their | 
officers, crossed the lines and 
kept the plant in operation. 

The pickets, who came to St. 
Louis several weeks ago, made 
their appearance at the brewery 
on orders of the International 
Brewery Workers Union, which is 
seeking to establish the CIO as 
bargaining agent for employes of 
the recently opened Anheuser- 
Busch plant at Newark. 

Several hundred CIO beer bot- 
tlers and AFL machinists refused 
to cross the lines, but the ma- 
jority of Anheuser-Busch em- 
ployes, both CIO and AFL, went 
to work. The bottlers congregated 
in a parking lot for a brief pe- 
riod, then dispersed to attend a 
meeting of their union, Local 187, 
later in the day. 

Robert F. Lewis, head of the 
CIO Brewery Workers Joint 
Council of St. Louis, said the 
picketing by the CIO men from 
Newark was contrary to the 
wishes of local CIO brewery 
workers. Lewis said the execu- 
tive boards of the five unions 
forming the council voted last 
Friday not to observe the picket 
lines, AKL Teamsters and craft 
unions employed by Anheuser- 
Busch also agreed to disregard 
the pickets, Lewis added. 

‘A spokesman for the company 
said one-third of the line 


‘was working, and all other de- 


partments were in operation. The 
absence of a majority of the bot- 
tlers will not interfere with pro- 
duction, as beer made now can be 
stored for future delivery. 

Lewis described the Newark 
strike of Anheuser-Busch em- 
ployes as a jurisdictional dispute 
between CIO and AFL brewery 
workers for recognition. 


AUSTRALIANS SPOT 
HUGE, CIGAR.SHAPED 
OBJECT ACROSS SKY 


SYDNEY, Australia, May 5 (UP) 
—Reports that a “cigar-shaped ob- 
ject larger than any plane” 
flashec. across the southeast Aus- 
tralian sky just after dawn Sat- 
urday puzzled air force and civil- 
ian scientists today. 

At least 13 persons from four 
areas of New South Wales said 
they saw the mysterious object. 
Among them were two airplane 
pilots and a Royal Australian Air 
Force officer who served in World 
War Il. 

All of the sightings were within 
seven minutes of one another and 
ranged from Sydney to the south 
coast, 100 miles away, and Parkes, 
200 miles west of Sydney. 

All witnesses agreed that the 
object was shaped like a cigar and 
traveled at speeds of hundreds of 
miles an hour and ai a.titudes 


ranging from 4000 to 25,000 feet. ‘ 


RAAF spokesmen said no jet 
planes were over any of the areas 
at the time specified. Weather 
bureau officials said the object 
was “definitely not” a weather 
balloon.

The award, a_ gold 
medal, was for this newspaper's 
investigations and disclosures of 
widespread corruption in the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau and other 
departments of the Government. 


Louis LaCoss, editorial writer’ 


for the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
received the $1000 Pulitzer prize 
for “distinguished editorial writ- 
ing in a daily newspaper.” His 
award was for an editorial en- 
titled, “The Low. State of Public 
Morals.” 


“The Caine Mutiny,” by Her- 
man Wcuk, a novel of the United 
States Navy in World War II, won 
the prize for the best work of 
fiction in 1951. 

For the best play of the year, 
Joseph Kramm’s “The Shrike” re- 
ceived a Pulitzer award . 


In local newspaper reporting, 
George de Carvalho of the San 
Francisco Chronicle received the 
top award for his stories of a 
“ransom racket,” telling of ex- 
tortions by Red China from Amer- 
ican Chinese. 


. In the field of reporting on na- 
tional affairs, Anthony Leviero of 
the New York Times received a 
Pulitzer award for his reporting 
of the conversations between 
President Truman and Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur on Wake Island in 
1950. 

For reporting of international 
affairs, a prize of $1000 went to 
John M. Hightower of the Asso- 
ciated Press Washington staff, for 
his caverage of international news.

IN AIRLINES FUEL 
AND BARS MANY 


Action Is Effective To- 
‘morrow — Oil Strike’s 
Effect on Motorists 


Throughout Nation Is 
Slight So Far. 


DENVER, May 5 (AP) — The 
grip uf an oil workers’ strike 
squeezed aviation today, but 
mounted only slowly in effect for 
the rest of the nation. 

The strike; called last Wednes- 
day by 22 AFL, CIO and inde- 
pendent unions, closed some of 
the world’s largest refineries and 
was felt in distribution facilities. 

The result was an order yes- 
terday by Secretary of Interior 
Oscar Chanman limiting the use 
of gasoline by airplanes and pri- 
vate flyers effective tommorow 
at 3:01 a. m. (St. Louis time). It 
cuts fuel for airlines 30 per cent. 
Pleasure and sports flights by 
private flyers are barred entirely. 

Chapman said today that the 
Government has no plans for ra- 
tioning gasoline, that the neces- 
sary machinery for rationing had 
not been set up and that it would 
take too long to do so. 

Foreign Airlines Affected. 


Both carrier and non-carrier 
aircraft will be prohibited for 
28 days from taking delivery of 
more than 65 per cent of the 
gasoline they used in March of 
this year. The order also applies 
to foreign ailines flying from the 
United States. And it forbids ex- 
port of aviation gasoline without 
permission of the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for Defense. 

Some airlines immediately |; 
planned to trim or consolidate 
schedules. The Air Force began 
cutting down training flights last 
week. 

The rest of the nation began 
looking to reserve supplies, al- 
though for the most part there 
was no great slackening of trans- 
portation, private or commercial, 
and no widespread rationing.

The strike shut down roughly a 
third of the nation’s refineries 
and tut gasoline supplies by about 
the same amount. 

The national daily average pro- 
duction of gasoline is rated at 
3,000,000 barrels... Reserves were 
estimated last week as suffiicent 
for-45 days at normal consump- 
tion. Texas oil production has 
been cut an estimated one-third, 
or 1,000,000 barrels a day. 

Some 90,000 unionists were out 
in support of wage demands for a 
general increase of 25 cents an 
hour and night and early morning 
shift differentials of 6 and 12 
cents hourly. The-general rate of 
pay has been from $2 to $2.10 an 
hour. Differentials amounted to 
4 and 6 cents an hour. 

California Agreement. 

California refineries, prime sup- 
pliers of fuel needed in Korea, 
were excepted from the general 
strike. However, an agreement by 
an independent California union 
last night was hailed as a possible 
pattern for other oil industry set- 
tlements.

Senator Benton Refuses to Testify 


At Hearing i in Suit by McCarthy 


Balks Because of Tape-Recording Device 
Wisconsin Republican Insists on Using 


at Pre-Trial Session. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
Senator William Benton (Dem.), 
Connecticut, refused to testify 
today at a pre-trial hearing in 
Republican Senator Joseph Mc- 
Carthy’s $2,000,000 libel-slander 
suit against him because of a 
tape-recording device McCarthy 
insisted on. 

The hearing was to be held in 
a Senate committee with Mc@ar- 
thy, of Wisconsin, acting as his 
own attorney. 

Benton went to McCarthy's of- 
fice but decided against answer- 
ing any questions when he found 
the recording device had been set 


Pp. 
Benton acted on advice of one 
of his attorneys, Theodore Kindel 
of New York. Kindel, a well 
known corporation attorney, has 
represented United States Steel 
in the litigation over President 
Truman’s seizure of the steel in- 
dustry. 

Kinde! said Benton would not 
participate “with my consent” 
long as the recording device re- 
mained in.the room. 

McCarthy said he would ask the 
United States district court here 
to order Benton to give testimony. 

McCarthy Surprised. 

McCarthy expressed surprise 
that “a great pillar of virtue such 
as Mr. Benton” would not have 
his testimony taken down on tape. 

McCarthy called his libel-slan- 
der suit agdinst Benton “very 
portant” and said Benton 
“should not object to having an 
absolutely accurate record.” 

McCarthy’s $2,000,000 suit de- 
veloped from a move by Benton 
looking toward ousting McCarthy 
from the Senate. McCarthy con- 
tends he was libeled: when Benton

told a Senate committee that Mc- 
Carthy committed perjury in 
pressing his charges that Commu- 
nists have infiltrated the State 
Department. 

Pre-trial hearings are designed 
to lay the groundwork for actual 
court proceedings: They some- 
times shorten the trial.

Walker wrote to Grissler: 

“In light of the recent develop- 
ments and charges in regard to 
the conduct of my office, I feel 
that my usefulness to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been im- 
paired.” 

The letter said that to continue 
in the job would be “embarrass- 
ing to the department and detri- 
mental to my health.”

Dulles made his statement in 
an address to the French National 
Political Science Institute. The 
speech was distributed for publi- 
cation by the American embassy. 
Dulles conferred with Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower on foreign policy 
Saturday. 

‘Ominous Threat in ious : 

Dulles said, with French cabi- 
net ministers among his hearers, 
that whatever happens in the No- 
vember election, “United States 
foreign policy will not reflect that 
ostrich attitude” that the United 
States, standing alone, can be 
made impregnable. 

Dulles emphasized in his 
speech the Far East, where cur- 
rently the only “hot” wars are 
being fought. He asked his 
French hearers to do some “hard 
thinking about how to meet in 
Asia this all-pervading ominous 
threat of Communist aggression.” 

“I suggest.that we might con- 
sider whether open military ag- 
gression by Red armies could not 
be best prevented by the \readi- 
ness to take retaliatory action, 
rather than by attempts to meet 
the aggression on the spot where 
it occurs,” Dulles said. 

“It is not possible to create, 
through the vast Asian sector of 
the frontier of freedom, the kind 
of local defense which is being 
created here in western Europe.

“Disadvantage Can Be Fatal.” 

“So long as Communist leaders 
can pick the time, place and

However, he refused to say 
what he thought the crimes were. 
Mum About Finances. 

Nunan refused to answer ques- 
tions about his personal financial 
affairs. The committee sought to 
learn why he failed to report 
$161,609 in income in his tax re- 
turns for the years 1945-50. 


He declined to give informa- 
tion about his financial affairs on 
constitutional grounds, saying he 
could not be required to testify 
against himself. 


The former tax collector re- 
fusetl to talk about a fee of $24,- 
980 he received for making three 
or four telephone calls to the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, shortly 
after he left the bureau, to “ex- 
pedite” a tax decision for Charles 
Ward, president of Brown & Bige- 
low; calendar manufacturer. 


Thomas V. Sullivan, an attor- 
ney -for the firm, testified earlier 
that Nunan was recommended as 
attorney in the tax case by the 
late Robert E. Hannegan of St. 
‘ Louis, after Hannegan retired as 
internal revenue commissioner. 


Nunan also ceclined to answer 
questions about permits granted 
to Joseph Applebaum, a New 
York wine merchant. The commit- 
tee heard testimony last week 
that Nunan overruled adverse rec- 
ommendations of thé Alcohol Tax 
Unit in Applebaum’s case. 


Silent on Lithofold Fees. 


Nunan, a former vice president 
of American Lithofold Corp. of 
St. Louis, again involked his priv- 
ilege to refuse to testify when 
questioned about his commissions 
for sale of printing forms to 
liquor firms by Lithofold. . 


He declined to answer ques- 
tions as to whether he “arranged” 
for James B. E. Olson, former 
supervisor of the Alcohol Tax 
Unit in New York, for New York 
liquor firms to buy printing from 
Lithofold. 

Olson also was a Lithofold vice 
president. Their employment was 
arranged by James P. Finnegan. 
former collector of internal rev- 
enue in St. Louis, now under a 
two-yeear prison sentence for mis; 
conduct in office. 

Asked again about’ Olson’s part 
in the Lithofold deals, Nunan said 
emphatically: “I was not instru- 
mental or helped get Mr. Olson 
into that position. 


Nunan received $4055 in com- 
missions and salaries and Olson 
received $5851 from American 
Lithofold. The office forms com- 
pany borrowed $565,000 from Re- 
constriiction Finance Corporation 
with the aid of Finnegan and Wil- 
liam M. Boyle Jr., former Demo- 
cratic national chairman. 


Nunan admitted readily that 
he was guided by political in- 
dorsements of the local Demo- 
cratic organization in New York 
when he appointed Olson super- 
visor of the Alcohol Tax Unit. 
Olson was Nunan’s assistant as 
internal revenue collector in 
Brooklyn prior to 1944. 


Asked about indorsements for

Court Backs University City’s 
Refusal to Enroll Two 
Not Inoculated. 


Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus 
at Clayton today upheld the Uni- 
versity City School Board in its 
refusal to enroll two girls in the 
public schools because they have 
not been vaccinated against small- 
pox. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry M. Morey, 
1175 Sutter avenue, University 
City, had sought a writ of manda- 
mus to compel the School Board 
to enroll their‘ 77-year-old twin 


daughters, Carolyn and Marilyn. 
In denying the writ, Judge Witt- 
haus held that the School Board 
had not abused its discretionary 
powers, and that any relaxation of 
the vaccination rule would in- 
crease the danger of disease. 

The parents refused to have the 
girls vaccinated on the ground 
that it would impair their health, 
and emphasized that there is no 
real or threatened epidemic of 
smallpox at this time. Mrs. Morey 
stated that the twins had a bad 
reaction when they received 
whooping cough inoculations at 
the age of 4. 

Judge Witthaus ruled no evi- 
dence was introduced to support

In his message today, he said 


“this draft bill would authorize 


insurance to be made available 
for homes, for businesses and 
‘farm properties and for agricul- 
tural commodities. It would also 
establish a maximum amount of 
insurance for any one person or 
business of $250,000. 

“While this would not cover 
some of the large losses in a flood, 
it would take care of the home 
owners, business men and farm- 
ers who are least able to afford 
flood losses because their total 
assets are small. As experience 
is gained, it may be desirable to 
change this maximum amount. 

“Furthermore, the bill would 
limit the insurance payment on 
any given property to 90 per cent 
or less of the loss sustained. Such 
a limitation will preserve the in- 
centive for the property owner to 
do what he can to protect his 
property.” 

Saying the RFC should not 
compete with private business, 
Truman noted that the bill would 
prohibit the issuance of federal 
policies in case where private 
insurance is “available at reason- 
able rates.” However, he com- 
mented: 

“At present, insurance against 
flood damage is virtually unob- 
tainable from private insurance 
companies, nor does it seem like- 
ly that the private companies, by 
themselves, will find it possible 
to write flood insurance at rea- 
sonable rates.” 

The bill would authorize fed- 
eral agehcies that make or guar- 
antee loans to require borrowers 
to purchase flood insurance 
where it is available. In comment 
on this, the President said: 

“Thus the RFC, for example, 
might require its borrowers to 
carry flood insurance, where ap- 
propriate, just as it now requires 
them to carry fire insurance.”

The Supreme Court wrote the 
wage bar into an order tpon- 
ing the effectiveness of Pine’s 
decision until it rules on the case. 
Arguments have been set for next 
Monday. 

Today, the industry is said to 
be in a favorable bargaining 
position again. The union cannot 
legally strike because the steel 
workers technically are employes 
of the Government; and the Gov- 
ernment cannot increase wages or 
make any changes in conditions 
of employment for at least a week 
and probably a good deal longer. 


Had a settlement been reached 
yesterday in the White House, 
the Supreme Court would not 
likely have passed on the steel 
seizure issue at all.. The court 
would have considered tha case 
“moot”—without a live issue— 
and that would have been the 
end of it.

RESERVE BOARD 
DROPS VOLUNTARY 
CREDIT RESTRAINT 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board today 
dropped its voluntary credit re- 
straint program—a program de- 
signed to eurb lending and help 
fight inflation. 

The board said the program is 


being suspended “in the light of 
current circumstances” but will 
be held on a standby basis ready 
for use again if needed. 

“ Under the program, banks and 
other lending institutions were 
encouraged to make loans only 
for defense or essential civilian 
purposes. Regional committees 
were set up to screen loan appli- 
cations to see if they complied 
with the program.

started in March 1951. In the nine 
months from the ‘start of the

In the 13 months since the 
credit restraint appeal was made, 
business loans have in¢reased only

We finally wound 
up at the mudhole with a neigh- 
bor boy about our age and I 
loaded Vivian and John Chancel- 
lor into the little wagon, hauled 
them into the mudhole—and up- 
set the wagon. What a spanking 
I received. I can feel it yet! 
Every stitch of clothes on all 
three of us had to be changed, 
scrubbed and dried, and so did we. 

“My father bought me a Shet- 
land pony about-this time, and a 
beautiful little saddle—my broth- 
er’s granddaughter has the saddle 
now. I’d ride with my father on 
my little Shetland and he on his 
big horse. He’d lead my pony 
and I felt perfectly safe—but one 
day coming down the north road 
toward the house I fell off the

“When I was six, Vivian three, 
and Mary one year old, we moved 
to Independence. Mamma _ was 
anxious we should have town 
schooling. About this time my 
eyes became a problem and mam- 
ma took me to Dr. Thompson in 
Kansas City. Dr. Thompson was 
the brother-in-law of Dr. Charlie 
Lester, the son of the family 
physician in Civil War times, and 
himself the family doctor by suc- 
cession. Glasses were fitted by 
Dr. Thompson and I’ye worn 
practically the same _ prescription 
ever since. When I first put the 
glasses on I saw things and saw 
print I’d never seen before. I 
learned to read when I was five 
but never could see the fine 
print.

EN I was five and Vivian 
was three we were pre-

Smith. He paid me $35 a month 
to keep time for 400 hobos. Every 
two weeks I had to pay them off 
—in a saloon in Independence 
or in Sheffield. The hobos would 
spend all their earnings in the 
saloon and be back at work on 
Monday. They received $1.50 a 
day for ten hours and paid $3.50 
a week for board, so about $11 
was all they could get for: two 
weeks’ work. Three dollars a day 
was paid for a wagon and team 
and driver. That is where I 
learned about minimum wages! 
“TI was with the contractor six 
months and received about a hun- 
dred dollars after deductions. 
Then I went to work in the mail- 
ing room of the Kansas City Star 
at seven dollars a week. About 
that time in the latter part of 
1902, we moved to 2108 Park 
avenue in Kansas City and I went 
to work for the National Bank 
of Commerce at $35 a month.

Very re- 
cently, Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois climbed aboard and Gael 
Sullivan has just taken over the 
headquarters, but, until then, Ke- 
fauver’s only professional assist- 
ance was provided by the ex- 
Congressman from New Mexico, 
Richard Harless, while. his most 
eminent intellectual adviser was 
the former chief of the Justice 
Department’s anti-trust division, 
Wendell, Berge. 

Wins Never the Less. 

Harless, Berge and the inner 
group of Tennesseans-for-Kefau- 
ver are capable men. For the 
rest, Kefauver has rallied a col- 
lection of obscure lame ducks and 
minor political Ishmaels. Never- 
theless Kefauver has won primary 
after primary because of the 
evangelistic spirit he somehow 
arouses. 

Second, neither destiny, nor 
television, nor bull luck, nor his 
supporters’ notion that Kefauver 
is the special pet of The Al- 
mighty, is the real explanation of 
Kefauver’s success so far. 

The secret lies, in fact, in the 
man himself. Kefauver is tall, 
amiable and slow of speech and 
movement, He has been inde- 
pendent. He has occasionally gone 
wandering off after some pretty 
strange ideas. But there is one 
thing about Kefauver which no 
one can doubt who studies his 
record—behind the smile, the 
public handshaking and the prac- 
ticed folksiness, Kefauver con- 
ceals real mastery of politics and 


a great power of cool calculation. 
His presidential candidacy, for 
instance, which has seemed so 
spontaneous, was in fact entered 
by a series of careful stages. 
Kefauver wanted to be sure of 
his own ’s support; and so, 
last fall, h turns to Tennessee 
to bushwhack through almost 
every county.

Kefauver also wanted financial 
support. This ‘materialized -in 
December at a large dinner in 
Nashville organized by Gov. Gor- 
don Browning and Kefauver’s 
former administrative assistant, 
Charles G. Neece, who is now 
practicing law in Tennessee, At 
this dinner, Neece and Col. M. 
M. Bullard, a prosperous Ten- 
nessee business man, formed the 
nucleus of a group of Kefauver 
angels. These men—250 Tennes- 
seans each of whom pledged up 
to $1000 apiece — provided the 
original sinews of war, which 
most people have innocently sup- 
posed the Kefauver movement 
did not have. 

Finally, Kefauver wanted a 
strategy, and this he quite. clearly 
worked out for himself early in 
January. It was based on two 
main conclusions. 

Conclusion No. 1 was that 
President Truman probably would 
not run. 


Conclusion No. 2 was that the 
great powers of the Democratic 
party would never willingly sup- 
port a Kefauver candidacy and 
must therefore be forced to do so. 

From these conclusions every- 
thing else followed. The aim was 
to get out ahead of other con- 
tenders and to make Kefauver 
look like a winner. The results 
have proved Kefauver’s astute- 
ness.

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Limited View of Transit 

Mayor Darst has appointed a five-man com- 
mittee to study city ownership of a transit sys- 
tem. The idea of ownership by the city alone 
is, as we have said before, a limited and disap- 
pointing approach to the transit problem. 

For years now Greater St. Louis has been 
struggling to approach its common civic problems 
‘on a metropolitan basis. Right now it is trying 
to establish a metropolitan sewer district. Yet 
this trend would be reversed in setting up a 
purely city-owned transit system. 

The Mayor’s committee, however, is not in- 
structed to establish city ownership, but only to 
“explore the advisability and possibility” of it. 
Hence the committee will have to study the 
whole transportation problem in this community. 

First of all it will have to reach some conclu- 
sion as to whether public ownership in any form 
is the best way out of the current trend toward 
decreasing service at increasing cost. Then it 
will have to determine how or whether to buy 
facilities from Public Service Co, 


Mayor Darst has asked his committee to decide 
whether city and county transit services should 


be unified in the future. This could better be 


done by a Board of Freeholders, working toward 
a metropolitan transit authority.- That is what 
the Mayor first proposed. ' 

But in the end the Mayor’s new committee 
cannot avoid the question of area-wide mass 
transportation. No transit system will be worth- 
while if it does not encourage movement from 
outlying areas to the downtown central district 
and back again. That is essential to an inte- 
grated community. The city limits are only 
fictional barriers to mass transit. 

The Mayor’s committee must face this issue 
along with the others, and whatever it decides 
must be put before the voters before any St. 
Louis Transit Authority can be established. In 
that way the public will have the final say about 
public ownership.

Whether either Betty Eckler or Edmund Rich- 
ards wins higher honors, each has already 
achieved a fine distinction. She is displaying an 
exhibit which shows similarities and differences 
in the manner in which plants and animals pro- 
tect themselves from the elements and other- 
wise maintain life. His project demonstrates 
the method of producing radio-active materials 
for use in medical and scientific research. Pow- 
ered by a quarter of a pound of uranium 238, his 
working-scale model of a nuclear reactor required 
the permission of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The young physicist also had to obtain 
clearance from the Canadian Atomic Energy 
Board to purchase the uranium in Canada.

Representative Sabath of Illinois calls the new 
immigration bill passed by the House “one of 
the most unfair, discriminatory, un-American 
measures ever to come before Congress.” It 
is an unwelcome mat for aliens.

Haste in the Supreme Court 


None of the many strange turns in the steel 


controversy is more surprising than the timing 

‘of the Supreme Court's action in the case. 
That the court should entertain the appeal and 

that it should order the Government to freeze 


existing wages while the appeal was being heard 


are fully understandable. But why the Supreme 
Court should choose a late Saturday afternoon in 
the middle of settlement negotiations to make its 
announcement is anything but: clear. 
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_ The negotiations were begun in reasonably — 


hopeful circumstances. The steel workers union 
had once more ordered its men back to work 
during the period of Government seizure. Mr. 
Truman had announced that unless a settlement 
was reached over the weekend the Government 
would increase wages in some fashion, . 

Significantly enough, he remarked that “if we 
must take action it will be | that is not 
satisfactory to either side.” Thus both the 
union and the companies were under more pres- 
‘sure to reach a settlement. 

According to unofficial reports from the nego- 
tiating sessions, progress was being made up 
until the Supreme Court announced its decision, 
and none was made thereafter. It is easy to 
understand why. The Supreme Court took the 
heat off. 


Its ruling in effect told the steel companies 


that they could be reasonably sure of avoiding 
another strike during seizure and they could 
also be sure that the status quo on wages would 
be frozen until the court rules on the constitu- 
tionality of seizure. Since the companies were 
anxious to test the President’s seizure powers, 
the Supreme Court’s stand immediately made the 
lawsuit more desirable than a settlement. 

Ordinarily the Supreme Court does not leap 
into fluid situations where that can be avoided. 
In this case it would have been the simplest 
thing in the world to withhold its action on the 
appeal until Monday morning, to give the week- 
end negotiations a chance. . 

It is now possible that a ruling on the seizure 
powers will come before a settlement. During 
this period the important thing is to maintain 
steel production at full throttle. The steel work- 
ers, who went back to work on the understanding 
that some action on wages would be promptly 
forthcoming, have entered upon another strike 
“postponement.” 
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Hot Political Week 


Ohio chooses its national convention delegates 
this week. Missouri’s Second and Third Dis- 
trict conventions choose G.O.P. delegates. New 
York Republicans will’ elect six delegates-at- 
large. Maryland will elect delegates to its state 
conventions at which national delegates will be 
Nevada will hold its state conventions 
to select delegates for the July nominating ses- 
sions. 

Since these contests have a bearing on the 
Eisenhower-Taft race and since Florida is hold- 
ing its Russell-Kefauver primary for good meas- 
ure, this week should see some little clarification 
of the political picture. All who are keeping 
track of the delegate count will want to main- 
tain sharp pencils through the week ahead. 
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Will We Let New York Do It? 


We have been reading of New York’s plans to 
celebrate next year the 300th anniversary of its 
incorporation as New Amsterdam by feisty old 
Gov. Peter Stuyvesant. And this makes us won- 
der just what is being done in the St. Louis City 
Hall about the celebration here next year of the 
150th anniversary of the Louisiana Purchase. 

If St. Louis is not careful, New York will 
stage that show, too. Bernard F. Gimbel, chair- 
man of the New York Convention and Visitors’ 
Bureau, is already talking about the possibility. 
He would like to see New York’s 300th birthday 
party take on national and even international as- 
pects. One way of making sure of that, he sug- 
gests, is to lump in the 150th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase, the 100th anniversary of the 
Gadsden Purchase and the 50th anniversary of 
the start of the construction of the Panama 
Canal. 

Various St. Louis organizations, notably the 
Missouri Historical Society, are making their 
own special plans for next year. So far, however, 
nothing has been done about official recognition 
of one of the most important events in the his- 
tory of the United States. Committees have re- 
peatedly called on Mayor Darst, but they have 
elicited nothing but noncommittal courtesy. 

We are not urging a world’s fair or other 
super-colossal stunt. Even if conditions were 
favorable for such activities, the time is now too 
short. And it gets shorter every day. If planning 
is not started soon, even a relatively modest 
celebration will be out of the question. 

Actually, there are numerous individuals and 
organizations ready to do their part in a com- 
munity-wide effort. What is lacking is high level 
leadership. Preferably, that should come from 
the city’s chief executive, It is his prerogative, 
and nobody wants to take it away from him. All 
the more reason for an end to the procrastina- 
tion in City Hall. It is high time for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of interested citizens to get 
the project started. 
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From Picasso to Pogo 

The French Communist party’s private trial of 
the two eminent painters, Pablo Picasso and 
Henri Matisse, shows how easily a Marxist may 
trip over an easel. 

For years the French branch of the party 
made a proud display of the two artists, though 
their works were banned in Russia. But recently 
the two committed the unpardonable sin. When 
a copy of the new Stalin prize painting, a rather 
crude portrait of the Soviet Academy, was shown 
in Paris, both Picasso and Matisse gave it the 
horselaugh. 

So they have been put on trial for “bourgeois 
formalism and decadent existentialist obscur- 
antism.” Anybody who wonders what that means 
may turn to Pogo in the comics, where the two 
cowbirds sitting on Miz’ Stork’s nest and casti- 
gated the rightful owner as “a queasy class- 
ridden inhibitionist.” 

In Paris, however, the embarrassed Commu- 
nists are having more trouble explaining them- 
selves. Nobody thinks the party has the courage 
to boot out two great painters, even though their 
ideas about art seldom had much relation to 
Marxist theory. And Picasso has only said, “I’m 


busy,” while Matisse is quietly at work on an 


altar piece. No repentance there. 

All in all the Paris incident is not working out 
according to manifesto, which shows that either 
a Communist or a cowbird can lay an egg— 
though the cowbirds may explain it better,

Armed with what might be called a 
reportorial walkie-talkie, I recently set 
out to collect techniques of agreement 
from anyone and any place that could 
show me a dependable method for reduc- 
ing conflict and aiding agreement. 


I visited universities, personnel depart- 
ments, union headquarters, management 
conferences, laboratories, clinics, Quaker 
business meetings, UNESCO, the TVA, the 
National Planning Association, the Foreign 
Service Institute of the State Department, 
Mr. Cyrus Ching. 


After Hiroshima this inventory seemed 
a useful undertaking. We may or may not 
be our brothers’ keepers, but with jet pro- 
pulsion and other products of applied 
science, we are increasingly in our broth- 
ers’ laps. Anyone who can help us get 
along together better in this shrinking 
space is a benefactor of the race. 


The Quakers in their business meetings 
have amply verified the value of group 
study—a verification extending over three 
centuries. They know how to pool the ex- 
periences of members, study solutions of 
a problem which no individual member had 
previously thought of, and reach unani- 
mous agreement. They avoid voting, so 
there is no majority to crow and no minor- 
ity to feel sore. 

I factored out nine principles from a 
Quaker meeting. 


The Quakers’ Nine Principles 


Besides unanimity, the Quaker principles 
include: participation and involvement 
members in problems and solutions; care- 
ful listening—a technique alien to most 
Americans; periods of silence to delay emo- 
tional responses; “permissive” leaders; 
equality of status for all members; priority 
of facts over opinions; a moratorium for 
questions which stir emotions and cause 
sides to form. 

Classrooms more and more are using 
these techniques—of which the most im- 
portant perhaps is participation. 

-After World War II so many returned 
officers stormed Oxford and Cambridge 
that the ancient tutorial system broke 
down. Tutors, instead of taking on one 


boy at a time, were forced to take on five 


or six. To everyone’s surprise it was found 
that students learned more by group study 
than alone! 

“There is a distinct gain in meeting 
with more than one student,” says a Rock- 
efeller Foundation report by Robert T. 
Crane. “Students engage in mutual discus- 
sion, often continued beyond the session 
with the tutor.” 

Ski instructors find that private lessons 
are less effective for the learner than 
group lessons. 

Says The String Player: “Violin stu- 
dents should be taught in groups... . Chil- 
dren not only derive a great deal of 
pleasure from this approach, but they 
learn much more rapidly by watching one 


another, hearing one another, and by mak- 
ing comparisons. ... The strong points of 
the student should be emphasized in front 
of the class in order to build confidence.” 


The usual result of classes in English 
composition, says S. I. Hayakawa, author 
of Language in Thought and Action, is not 
competent writing but a lifelong terror of 
grammatical mistakes. 

Hayakawa’s method is to let freshmen 
write, not for the teacher, but for each 
other! They choose subjects they wish to 
explain to the class. Merits and defects 
are judged by classmates, not by the 
teacher. 


Scientists Work in Groups 
If a student’s me tells the reader 


clearly and economftally how to clean ig- « 


nition points, so that anyone can follow 
the instructions, it is good communication, 
regardless of spelling or grammar. 

This is the kind of writing, furthermore, 
which most students will do throughout 
their lives. Only a few will ever be pro- 
fessional authors. 

Meanwhile, students writing themes for 
classmates soon feel the need to get spell- 
ing and grammar under control. 

A University of California psychologist, 
Hubert Coffey, put three students to work 
for a Ph.D. thesis as a group. They pro- 
duced a far better monograph than any 
one of them could have alone. Most scien- 
tific work today is a group product. 

During the shortages of World War II, 
the government wanted to educate house- 
wives to buy cheaper cuts of meat. Alex- 
ander Bavelas, social scientist researcher, 
was asked to find the best way to get 
housewives to change deeply grooved 
habits. 

He set up two structures and measured 
results from both. In the first, house- 
wives, like college students, were given the 
standard lecture system. 


A Way to Better Learning 


In the second, housewives met in groups 
with a competent discussion leader and 
talked over the war, the food shortage, 
balanced diets, vitamins, and various cuts 
of meat. As a result, over ten times as 
many women changed their buying habits 
than with the first system! 

The lectures told the women what to do, 
and most of them balked. Practicing group 
dynamics, they told themselves what to do, 
and ten times as many began to act. 


There is a school in Puerto Rico where, 
due to financial limitations, the children 
teach themselves, with only occasional hel 
from a teacher, plus a library. The grad- 
uates seem to be doing as well, and even 
a little better, than pupils from schools 
with regular equipment. 

All seem to add up to one major prin- 
ciple: If students can somehow become 
ogg involved, they learn much 

etter.

Pope and His Years of Strife

It is doubtful whether any better intro- 
duction to the life and works of Alexander 
Pope exists than this masterly little vol- 
ume by Bonamy Dobree. Within very 
few pages the author has, with a thor- 
oughness born of broad learning and 
sound critical insight, created anew the 
complex figure of the neo-classical satir- 
ist. In addition, many of Pope’s circle— 
among them Swift, Gay and Bolingbroke 
—come magically alive before the reader. 


“Alexander Pope” traces the poet's life 
from an early morning ride in Windsor 
Forest, through years of intellectual strife 
in literary London, to the most mature 
period of his Twickenham grotto where, 
in spite of continued quarrels, he emerges 
the consummate artist history has proven 
him to be. One follows, also, his friend- 
ship with Martha Blount, his association 
with the Scriblerus Club, his literary prob- 
lems (both of creation and publication) and 
numerous other aspects of his lively exist- 
ence. The deft 
strokes by which the 
author indicates the 
evolution of Pope’s 
poetry, together with 
its literary and his- 
torical significance, 
are to be especially 
commended. 

It is much to Mr. 
Dobree’s credit thet 
he stresses how rare- 
ly Pope started a 
literary quarrel. But, 
once attacked, he re- 
taliated with a 
venom paralleled 
only in the works of 
that titanic and tortured genius, Jonathan 
Swift. Yet who can censure Pope for 
punishing Addison, Lord Harvey and many 
others? Resented for his flashing pen, 
ridiculed for his misshapen and grotesque 
body, it is amazing that Pope retained as 
much good humor and benevolence as he 
did. Small wonder, too, that he dipped 
his quill in acid before he replied to his 
misguided antagonists. 


One cannot often write favorably of the 
stylistic excellence of a modern critical 
work. “Alexander Pope,” however, is an 
exception, for Mr. Dobree writes with a 
grace and mellifluousness rare in present 
day criticism. He can also put a great deal 
of learning and literary observation into a 
remarkably small space; thus this book 
is outstanding for its richness and cul- 
tural implications. In a time when criti- 
cism is ground out with little or no con- 
sideration for form and style, Mr. Dobree’s 
book is a gentle reminder of a humanistic 
tradition which placed high value on grace- 
ful expression and excellence of phrase. 
For that and other reasons the Philosophi- 
cal Library and Mr. Dobree are to be 
thanked for this splendid little publication.

It was the stubborn stand of 
Anglo-Iranian, maintained in spite 
of pressure applied by the ‘United 
States, which resulted in a dead- 
lock and the seizure of the com- 
pany’s vast oil refinery last sum- 
mer. The deep fear through the 
prolonged negotiations was that 
this would open the way to Com- 
munist domination in a country 
where the gulf between rich and 
poor is fantastically wide. 


The role of American com- 
panies is also shown. Standard 
Oil of’ California and the Texas 
Co., operating jointly through the 
Arabian American Oil Co. in 
Saudi-Arabia, ‘increased the share 
of the Arabian Government from 
oil sales and is undertaking to 
train young Arabs for techhical 
positions, Another company, 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, owns 
a minor interest in Iraq Petrol- 
eum, in which Anglo-Iranian is 
also interested. 

When the secrecy issue was 
raised, the study was turned over 
to the State Department. State 
apparently will not oppose its 
publigation. But officials there 
are nctly unhappy over the 
use that may be made of it in 
the Middle East where Arab na- 
tionalism threatens new _ explo- 
sions and where the unchecked 
drift is toward chaos and Com- 
munism. 

One can understand the con- 
cern of foreign policy makers

The understandings, which is a 
mild word for such iron-clad ar- 
rangements, are traced through

Other Reports Ignored. 


The study of the oil cartel is 
only one in a series done by the 


Federal Trade Commission. Previ- 


ous reports have covered com- 
bines said to exist on a world- 
wide basis in copper, sulphur, 
phosphates, steel and in the elec- 
trical and machinery industry. In 
almost every field the reports 
show the familiar phenomenon of 
quotas and divided markets, 
agreements to increase prices, 
and restrictions on technical de- 
velopments. 

These earlier reports were pub- 
lished before the President’s se- 
curity regulation was issued giv- 
ing all Government agencies the 
right to classify material as se- 
cret. They were received in the 
press with all the loud impact of 
a feather falling on velvet. Scarce- 
ly a single echo of their import 
was heard. Now because of the 
secrecy rule the oil report has 
caused a stir. 

This is a kind of backhanded 
argument allowing the _ secrecy 
classification to be applied -to 
decuments that do not directly 
touch national security. But, 
nevertheless, it is an effective one. 
Secrecy, where it has no place, 
always arouses suspicion and dis-

METHODIST SUPPLY PASTORS 
NOW TO GIVE SACRAMENTS 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 5 (AP) 
—One of the major issues facing 
Methodist general conference del- 
egates was settled Saturday night 
when a majority report was adopt- 
ed which permits student supply 
pastors to give the sacraments. 
The new church rule requires, 
however, that before an- unor- 
dained or supply pastor can bap- 
tize, give communion or perform 
the marriage ceremony, he must 
be studying for the ministry.

More recent and still more in- 
dividual is “Dependent Construc- 
tions,” an almost mathematical 
treatment of a fire escape against 
a brick wall. The picture, chosen 
for the 1952 Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of the Fine Arts show, simu- 
lates a delicately varied brick- 
and-mortar surface through the 
use of incised lines in alternating 
oil and gouache layers of color. 

Here, as often in Holladay’s 
work, the subtly : nriched palette 
conveys an almost Rembrandt- 
esque impression of airy space 
within the picture. Attention to 
texture is most detailed in “One 
and a Half Pecans,” which some 
visitors took for in abstraction. 


The artist’s closest approach to 
abstraction, actually, is “On Be- 
coming Abstract,” a simplification 
of the corner of a house. He is at 
his most realistic in “Self-Por- 
trait” and his most philosophical 
in “Temporal Wall,” a bold at- 
tempt to link concepts of space 
and time. 

Other paintings that provoked 
comment were the romantic “The 
River,” part of a recent Missouri 
show at the City Art Museum; the 
sensuous “Wood and Water World” 
and “Trees for the Wood,” a 
visual. pun or double image. 
Viewed from a distance, the pic- 
ture looks like a single tree trunk. 
Up close, it becomes the edge of 
a forest.

Either one or the other of the 
two will be nominated, or there 
will be a deadlock and a compro- 
mise candidate selected. 


Not National Contests. | 


As to the first eventuality, it 
still could be a matter of dispute, 
at least in the minds of many, 
as to whether the one finally 
nominated was really the choice 
of the party rank and file. Which 
would be to say that the prima- 
ries really didn’t decide anything. 

That is for two reasons. First, 
the fact that the contests between 
the two were not national enough

WASHINGTON, May 5 (UP)— 
The National Wildlife Federation 
said today U.S. flood control pol- 
icies should place greater empha- 
sis on soil conservation and upland 
water control.

FEROGITY OF WAR 


Scientists’ Report Is Most 
Solid Evidence So Far 
in Inquiry on Killing of 
Poles.

FRANKFURT, Germany, May 5 
-—In two weeks of hearings in 
London and Frankfurt, an Amer- 
ican congressional committee has 
established anew that both war 
and politics as they are practiced 
in Eastern Europe are affairs of 
unbridled, almost incredible 
ferocity. 

The committee, under a $65,000 
appropriation of the House of 
Representatives, is looking at 
available evidence on the mas- 
sacre of Polish officers in the 
Katyn forest, near Smolensk, 
Russia. 

A massive, circumstantial case 
is being assembled to prove that 
only the Soviets could have com- 


mitted the grisly crime. No eye- 
witnesses have been brought for- 
ward and none is likely to be. 

The hapless officers—estimates 
of the number range from 4500 
to 10,000—were filtered carefully 
through the large number of Po- 
lish prisoners who fell into Soviet 
hands when the Soviets joined 
the Germans in splitting up Po- 
land in 1939. They. were assem- 
bled in three prisoner camps. 
That much is certain. 

Mass Graves Opened in 1943. 

Equally certain is the fact that 
they were all dead in April 1943 
when the Nazis opened the mass 
grave. Some of the prisoners had 
been bound. All had been shot in 
the back of the head. 

The present inquiry is the third. 


Paul Joseph Goebbels, Nazi min- 
ister of propaganda. The second 
was made by the Soviets after 
they recaptured the area later in 
the same year. Each accused the 
other. 

Wartime hatreds. and the shock 
of other Nazi atrocities against 
the Poles made many hesitate to 
accept Goebbels’s version that the 
Polish officers had been slain by 
the Soviets in April 1940. 

The Soviet inquiry was equally 
dubious. According to it, the pris- 
oners had been left in their camps 
as the Red Army withdrew during 
the Nazi attack in 1941. Subse- 
quently, -the Soviets said, the 
Poles had been killed by the 
Germans, 

Russians Failed to Press Case. 

Significantly, the Soviets failed 
to press the charge during the 
Nuernberg trials against the Nazi 
leaders. It occupies only two lines 
in the indictment, and it does not 
appear at all in the court’s find- 
ings. 

The Germans, quite naturally, 
have been anxious to clear| them- 
selves of guilt. Mid-April’s Frank- 
furt hearings were their f op- 
portunity. They made full us® of 
it. An impressive series of denials 
has been entered in the commit- 
tee record. 

Some of this testimony came 
from men who couldn’t previously 
have appeared. Dr. Werner Beck, 
a high-ranking member of the 
Gestapo during the Nazi occupa- 
tion in Poland, explained with 
extreme candor: 

“I did not report this (at Nuern- 
berg) because I had to figure that 
I would be automatically arrested 
by virtue of my official position 
in Poland,” he said. 

The Germans consistently have 
attacked the validity of the Nuern- 
berg trials. Their newspapers 
have played up the possibility 
that the congressional hearings 
would uncover some conspiracy 
between the western powers and 
the Soviets to hide or to obscure 
the Katyn crime. 

Collusion Denied. 

Like most other aspects of the 
hearings, this, too, was negative. 
After listening to the testimony 
of Dr. Robert Kempner, of the 
American prosecution staff at 
Nuernberg, committee members 
said they were satisfied there had 
been no collusion. 

The sessions answered some 
questions and raised some new 
doubts. Pistol cartridges bearing 
a distinguishing German trade 
mark were found in the mass 
Brave. Karl Genschow, president 
of the firm which manufactured 
the ammunition, testified his firm 
had exported ammunition of the 
type to the Soviets but not in any 
sizable quantities since 1928. 
Larger quantities had been 
shipped during the °'30s to each 
of the three Baltic countries, con- 
sequently occupied by the Soviets. 

The impression was left that 
the Soviets must have used cap- 
tured ammunition. What the com- 
mittee didn’t bring out was that 
the Soviets didn’t occupy the 
Baltic countries until about three 
months after the mass murder is 
said to have occurred, 

The most solid evidence came 
here from three members of a 
commission of 12 “neutral” scien- 
tists who inspected the grave at 
German request in 1943 and re- 
ported that the burial apparently 
had occurred about three years 
earlier. 

Findings Would Clear Germans. 

The scientists, a Swiss, a Dane, 
and a refugee Hungarian, re- 
affirmed their conclusions which 
would clear the Germans. Two 
others who still are behind the 
Iron Curtain have repudiated 
their testimony, according to So- 
viet sources. j 

The Soviets and the present 
Polish government in Warsaw 
both have refused to recognize the 
committee’s competence, or to 
present any evidence. : 

Primarily the pressure of Pol- 
ish groups in the United States is 
responsible for the inquiry. Each 
of the committee members comes 
from a district with a large por- 
tion of Polish voters. The House 
of Representatives voted $65,000 
for the investigation. 

Committee members who trav- 
eled to Europe, in addition to 
Chairman Madden (Dem.), In- 
diana, were Dondero (Rep.), Mich- 

igan, Flood (Dem.), Pennsylva- 


nia, O’Konski (Rep.), Wiscorsin, 
and Mackyowicz (Dem.), Michigan.

Thailand Report 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


R. CHALERM PROMMAS, dean of the University of 
[) medics Science in Thailand (formerly called Siam) and 

one of the eminent physicians there, visited the Univer- 
sity of Kansas School of Medicine recently during his tour of 
a few schools in the United States to pick up new information 
on medical education. 

Siam or Thailand, situated in the same latitudes as the 
Philippine Islands, nestles between Burma and Indochina. Be- 
cause it is alWays good to get direct information about con- 
ditions, especially medical ones, in other parts of the world, 
here are some of the things he told me. 

Some people talk about a doctor shortage in the United 
States. But consider the situation in Thailand. There is a 
population presently totaling about 18,000,000 people with only 
1500 first class doctors. (Contrast this with 200,000 doctors 
for 153,000,000 people in the United States.) Most 6f these 
Siamese doctors are located in the single large city, the capital 
Bangkok, and the larger towns. 


IT IS AN AGRICULTURAL COUNTRY, poor by our 


‘standards. The illiteracy rate in Thailand has been reduced 


because they have had a four-year compulsory education re- 
quirement for 30 years. Between the ages of 8 and 15, children 
are required to attend four years of school. 

The medical schools and hospitals are entirely Govern- 
ment supported in Thailand. Local taxes plus aid from the 
United States pay for all hospitalization. All doctors are em- 
ployed by the Government. They charge their patients directly 
only when they make house calls. 

The two medical schools, the University of Siriraj School 
of Medical Science and the Chulalongkorn Medical School, 
provide four-year medical courses after the student has at- 
tended six years of high school and had two years in the 
university. 

However, unlike the American and Canadian students, not 
all the medical graduates can have a year’s internship for 
supervised hospital experience in medical practice, There 
simply aren't enough hospitals in Thailand to take them. There 
is about one hospital to each province — far fewer relative 
to the population than in the United States. 

“ 

BECAUSE OF THE SHORTAGE of doctors, midwives de- 
liver most of the children. The same condition prevails in 
India and some other Oriental countries. And the infant and 
mortality rates there are much higher than in the United 
States. 

Like many other Oriental countries, Thailand is besieged 
with parasitic diseases such as malaria, amoebic dysentery and 
hookworm. Trachoma, a blinding disease of the eyes, and 
tuberculosis are also widespread, Hygiene is almost nonex- 
istent by United States standards except in Bangkok. 

Teams of experts from the World Health Organization and 
the Mutual Security Agency of the United States are trying 
to eliminate parasitic infestations, province by province, using 
DDT and other control measures.

Later, 
his legs become active and use- 
ful. He pushes them under his 
body, gets his abdomen up. from 
the floor, and creeps. 

Now, it is not essential that 
you know these things. Your 
baby can grow up quite healthy 
and happy without your realizing 
that the head end of his body 
develops before the foot end.

The only cheese made almost free 
from fat is what we generally call 
cottage cheese. | . 
Perhaps you call it pot cheese 
or even Smierkase, and there are 


' many reasons for using it, besides 


the one that interests thaf reader. 
For the price you pay, there is no 
better investment, as that impor- 
tant protein content is high and 
concentrated, and most of the 
minerals and vitamins that milk 


* supplies remain in the curds when 


the whey is removed. The finest 
quality of skim milk must be and 
is used in the manufacture. The 
milk is pasteurized and rennet is 
used to coagulate the curds and 
to make it “clabber.” 

Perhaps the largest use of cot- 
tage cheese is as an accessory to 
a meal. It is often offered with 
relishes. and jams and jellies. Oft- 
en, it is served with fruit for des- 
sert. It is also popular as a sand- 
wich filling and it makes a deli- 
cious stuffing for tomatoes and 
green peppers, It may go into a 
salad or be served on the side. It 
may be combined with savory 
vegetables or with a little deviled 
ham before it is molded in a small 
bowl or mold, 

It also has a place as an in- 
gredient for desserts. The most 
famous and the most popular is 
undoubtedly Cheese Cake that we 
may make as a treat for a special 
occasion. We also like it orange- 
flavored and slightly sweetened 
as a stuffing for griddle cakes 
that we may glorify with sour 
cream. A quick and easy dessert 
is a Prune Whip flavored with 
Cottage Cheese. 


Cheese Cake. 


One 6-ounce package zwieback, 
one half cup butter or margar- 
ine, ohe and one-half cups sugar, 
three cups cottage cheese, four 
eggs, one-half cup cream, one- 
half teaspoon salt, four table- 
spoons flour, two tablespoons 
lemon juice, one and one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

Roll the zwieback into fine 
crumbs and mix with the melted 
butter or margarine and one-half 
cup of the sugar. Pack all but 
one-half cup of this mixture on 
the bottom and sides of a well 
greased 9-inch spring form pan. 
Press the cottage cheese through 
a fine sieve. Combine the eggs 
and the remaining one cup of 
sugar and beat until light. Add 
the cream, salt, flour, lemon juice, 
lemon rind and cottage cheese, 
and mix well. Pour into crumb- 
lined pan and sprinkle lightly 
with the remaining one-half cup 
of zwieback crumbs. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
one hour. Turn off the heat and 
leave in the oven for one hour. 
Remove from oven and allow to 
cool, Yield: 10 servings. 


Cottage Cheese Prune Whip. 

One carton (eight ounces) cot- 
tage cheese, one-fourth cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one cup 
pitted and chopped cooked prunes, 
two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Combine cottage cheese with 


sugar, salt and lemon juice. Stir 


in chopped prunes and fold in 
beaten egg whites. Serve with a 
custard sauce. Yield: six servings.

Three Blocks of 6-Story Apartment 
Buildings. Provide Start-Toward 
the Clearing of Slums in Historic 
San Francisco Area

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5. 

HEN Henry G. Wong, a 28- 
W sear-oid waiter and Navy 

veteran moved his family 
into a new apartment not long 
ago, his wife Alice was radiant. 


“All those closets and lots of 
sunshine,” she marveled. “It’s 
heaven!” 

The Wongs had been no 
ordinary house-hunters. They 
were soft-spoken Chinese-Ameri- 
cans and their new home was a 
234-family project now being 
completed by the San Francisco 
Housing Authority. It’s called 
Ping Yuen, which is Chinese for 
“Tranquil Gardens.” 


There is more to Ping Yuen 
than three blocks of six-story con- 
crete buildings shimmering in 
pink and green“pastels; balconies 
and lettering reminiscent of old- 
time China. It means that. one of 
America’s most mysterious and 
colorful tourist attractions may be 
beginning to fade. But to 35,000 
Chinese-Americans jammed into 
an 18-block area, Ping Yuen is a 
symbol of a new life. 


Take Henry and Alice Wong 
and their youngsters, Beverly, 
be is 4, and Calvin, 9 months 
old. 


Ever since Henry got out of the 
Navy and was married, the. Wongs 
had lived in a rickety walkup 
flat off an endless, narrow hall- 
way illuminated by a single naked 
bulb. Their living room was 11 
feet by 9. Their bedroom was 
one-third smaller. The kitchen 
measured 6 by 4 feet. The 
only windows in the place opened 
on an air shaft. Toilet and show- 
er were squeezed in a cubicle the 
size of a broom closet. Card- 
board cartons served as shelves 
and suits and dresses dangled into 
Calvin’s crib from above. 


Today, the Worgs live on the 
sunny sixth floor. They have two 
bedrooms, a bathroom with a tub, 
a modern kitchen with refri~?ra- 
tor and stove and a living room 
measuring 15 by 15 feet. Ping 
Yuen tenants, selected on the 
basis of previous slum residence, 
military service and low income, 
pay from $15 to $60 a month rent. 
The Wongs pay $37.50, which in- 
cludes utilities and the use of au- 
tomatic elevators, playgrounds and 
electric washers. 
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HE project stretches along 
T Pacific street. Not too many 

years ago, sailors called it 
“Terrific street.” It was here that 
bagnios and opium dens thrived. 
About the turn of the century, 
there was even a_ three-story 
place that was a veritable de- 
partment store of vice: gambling 
in the basement, prostitution on 
the first and second floors, 
opium-puffing on the third. 

This was the shady oriental 
empire of underground tunnels 
reputedly used for dope-running 
and smuggling in new: herds of 
prostitutes. Above all, it was 
the battlefield for the war of the 


tongs, the feuding Chinese gangs 
that carved each other up with- 
out mercy. 


This was the land of tong 
chieftains like Ming Long who 
coveted the slave girl Kum Ho 
(the Golden Peach) and stole her 
from a’ Suey Sing rival; Big 
Queue Wai, who practiced split- 
ting flies with his hatchet before 
splitting skulls; and Yee Toy (the 
Girl Face) who neatly arranged 
the clothes and combed the hair 
of his victims after slashing their 
throats. 


Above all, this was the domain 
of Fung Jing Toy, better known 
as Little Pete, who inflamed the 
imagination of San Franciscans 
as none of his contemporaries 
could and epitomized the myste- 
rious east to resident and visiting 
occidentals. 

Supported by his tong, the 
Sum Yops, Little Pete rose to a 
commanding position in the Chi- 
natown underworld and instead 
of buying his slave-girls started 
to stéal them from members of a 
rival] tong, the Sue Yops.

ITTLE PETE prided himself 
[on his extra-long queue and 

spent several hours daily comb- 
ing and brushing it. He owned 
hoards of diamond rings, watches 
and even a half dozen gold and 
platinum matchboxes set with 
precious jewels. A special servant 
carried his jewel case and toilet 
articles so that he could change 
jewels and preen throughout the 
day. 

One fine spring, Little Pete 
decided he liked horse racing 
and became a familiar figure at 
the tracks. He bet thousands 
daily—and never lost. _Investi- 
gation turned up that he was 
bribing jockeys, trainers and sta- 
blemen with remarkable imparti- 
ality. . His dupes were barred 
from the _ tracks. Little Pete 
merely retired to his Chinatown 
apartments, a block from the 
Ping Yuen project site, with still 
another fortune. 


Finally, he got his reward from 
12 rival tongs which banded to- 
gether and raised a $3000 purse 
for anyone who would kill Little 
Pete, On the evening of Jan. 23, 
1897, with his bodyguard gone to 
get a newspaper, he was having 
his hair wetted in a barbershop 
before having it plaited into a 
queue, when two members of the 
Suey Sings stepped in and shot 
Little Pete five times. 


He dropped dead and the Suey 
Sings escaped but the Sue Yops, 
inspired’ by the murder, promptly 
started. slaughtering the Sum 
Yops. 

It took the intervention of Em- 
peror Kwang Hsu of China, to 
whom the Sum Yops appealed for 
help, to stop the tong war. The 
two tongs signed a peace treaty 
then which has not been violated 
since. 

Little Pete’s funeral was more

splendid than anything ever put 
on for a dead Chicago gangster. 
A procession more than a mile 
long followed the body to the 
grave amid the crackling of fire- 
crackers, the screeching of three 
Chinese bands and the banging 
of the black-gowned priests’ rat- 
tles. A dozen express wagons 
hauled baked meats, rice, tea and 
cases of gin to the cemetery to 
assure Little Pete of plenty of re- 
freshments before he started heav- 
enward. 


Unfortunately, a gang of hood- 
lums fell upon the long line of 
mourners at the cemetery, chased 
them away and dined heartily on 
Little Pete’s provisions. 


Tong wars and vice were only 
one side of the vanishing China- 
town. There were other sights. 
You might, for instance run 
smack into the wife of a rich 
merchant teetering along on tiny 
bound feet, carrying a half-open 
sandalwood fan in her right hand 
and a silk handkerchief embroid- 
ered with green, red and golden 
threads in her left hand. Her jet 
hair. would be slicked back se- 
verely and held in place by an ex- 
quisite black silk bandeau studded 
with designs in pearl and jade. 

It was easy to peer into a win- 
dow and watch a Chinese banker 
tallying up his day’s take on an 
abacus—very. few are in use now 
—and then move on down the 
street to .a Chinese drugstore 
where a chemis®@ in a fur-lined 
coat ground up dried seahorses 
according to a recipe of the Sung 
Dynasty. 
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HERE were the strange foods; 
T betel nut wrapped in green 

leaves, mantlarin oranges, 
cakes sprinkled with sesame 
seeds or dusted with powdered 
almonds, sugared coconut strips, 
ginger, preserved limes and dried 


_lichee nuts. 


Those were the colorful aspects 


‘of Chinatown. Actually, the 100- 


year history of the area’s Chinese 
ig grim: for decades they were 
robbed and murdered with im- 
punity, denied the rights of citi- 
zenship and excluded from all but. 
the most menial jobs, 


The spot now filled by Ping 
Yuen’s central building was the 
heart of the Chinatown slum. 
Here arrived the “Celestials,” the 
Nineteenth century immigrants. 
Here, too, were the nine long 
alleys where the Chinese, then 
not accustomed to cooking on 
stoves, prepared their rice, veg- 
etables or occasional .pork on 
charcoal outdoor braziers. There 
was another reason for the alley 
kitchens: every indoor inch was 
needed for sleeping—in shifts. 

California’s “invasion” by the 
Chinese used to be a hot political 
issue even though only 250,000 


came to the Pacific Coast before } 


1882, when their immigration was 
cut off by Congress. They were 
accused of taking the jobs of oc- 
cidentals even though they were 
allowed to work only at jobs no- 
body else would take. They were 
charged with being filthy al- 
though their squalor grew out of 
the refusal to let them have more 
living space. - 

The great fire and earthquake 
of 1906 brought some improve- 
ment because Chinatown’s prop- 
erty owners had to rebuild the 
ruined area. The new structures 
were shaky and Ping Yuen’s site 
was devoted largely to new cribs 
for prostitutes, but at least the 
buildings were new. Slowly, pre- 
judices lessened. Chinese were 
finally allowed in San Francisco 
high schools. Many were con- 
verted to Christianity. Mission 
workers introduced American 
standards and westernization in 
China itself had its effect on the 
“Celestials.” As the old genera- 
tion died, its sons and daughters, 
acquiring: citizenship and educa- 
tion, got better jobs and aimed 
for better lives, | 

By the twenties, the city’s attl-. 
tude toward the Chinese had 
changed to comparative tolerance. 
But they still lived in wretched 
housing. Even by 1939, a study 
by the San Francisco School for 
Social Studies, covering 276 rep-

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FTER the war, rising build- 
A ine costs brought further de- 

lay. Henry Wong and his 
friends had to scurry for shelter 
in the same old slums. Finally, 
in 1949, Congress passed a new 
housing law slum clearance and 
then the local housing authority 
moved quickly. 

The effect all around the 18- 
block area was electric. All around 
the Ping Yuen area, property 
owners cleaned up, repainted and 
repaired. As if by magic, China- 
town became lighter and airier. 


One of the first structures to 
be wrecked for the construction 
of Henry Wong’s apartment house 
was typical. On the ground floor 
were little shops. On the second 
floor were one-room  “apart- 
ments” without kitchens or bath- 
rooms. They had been home to 
more than 50 families and single 
men. 

Today, Ping Yuen is a reality. 
The Chinese, accepted now in 
their city, are delighted. And 
over the traditional Pailou gate 
of Ping Yuen’s central building 
is an inscription of the philoso- 
pher Lao-Tse: 

“Peace and prosperity prevail 
among virtuous neighbors.”
